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Border pastor hits talk of heavy illegal immigration

While the U.S. Secretary for Labor claims 
that up to a million persons may be entering 
the United States illegally each year, a priest 
in a parish near the Mexican border’ calls 
that kind of talk a ‘‘Goebbels lie.’’ 


Father Jerry Sims, pastor of St. Jude 
parish, south San Diego, about 10 miles from 
Tijuana and the Mexican border, says: 
“There are supposed to be 92,000 illegal 
aliens floating around San Diego. 


‘IF THERE ARE, I have not seen them. 
And my parish is one of the largest Mexican 
parishes in the diocese.’’ 


Almost at the same time, Secretary for 
Labor Ray Marshall said in Washington, 
D.C.: “I.am concerned that these (illegal 
aliens) are here and therefore depressing to 
labor conditions.’’ He said that 500,000 to 
“one million persons may be entering the 
country illegally each year, leading to worker 
exploitation since they ‘‘work scared and 
hard.”’ 


Marshall did not say they were all from 
Mexico, but most estimates of illegal of 
“undocumented”’ aliens indicate that the

majority are from Mexico and Latin America 
generally. 


FATHER SIMS SAID, “It is my 
considered opinion that we are being 
inundated with a flood of scare propaganda 
which could have disastrous effects. 


“Society tends to look for a scapegoat on 
which to blame its problems. Germany had 
the Jews. The South had the blacks. If the 
undocumented immigrant becomes the 
scapegoat for the United States, a great 
injustice will be done.’’ 

The priest is highly suspicious of 
government agency figures which state that 
more than 800,000 illegal aliens were 
captured at the Mexican border in 1976 
alone. 


‘SHOW MANY WERE people trying for a 
second, third or fourth time?’’ -he asks. 


‘“‘How many times do they turn the same 
man back?’’ 


He claims the undocumented immigrant is 
being blamed for ‘“‘high unemployment, 
high welfare costs, high school taxes, high 
crime and who knows what else.’’ 


If controls on employers are implemented, 
he said it will be very difficult for anyone 
with a Mexican face to get employment. 
“Employers just won’t be bothered to 
employ them. They will also be the ones 
most often stopped and questioned by 
authorities.’’ 


IN A NEARBY PARISH, Father Richard 
Brown, SJ, sees more illegals, he thinks, 
than Father Sims. His church of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe stands right alongside the 


freeway which runs from the Mexican border | 


through San Diego and north to Los Angeles. 


“I get five or six a week here,’’ he said. 
“They’re coming through all the time. 
Perhaps our church is situated closer to the 
traffic than St. Jude’s and therefore we get 
more.”’ 


Further south, near the border at Villa 
Nueva, a special housing project for 
Mexican immigrants run by Augustinians, 
Father John Blethen, OSA, says he thinks a 
problem of illegal immigrants does exist, 
““but as for taking all the jobs and causing 
those other problems, I take that with a 
pinch of salt,’’ he said. 


HE SAYS THE United States will always 
be the target for people coming from 
Mexico. ‘‘As long as the poverty exists in 
Mexico as it does, they will always tend to 
flow up this way, hoping to find that pot of 
gold,”’ he said. . 


But they do not affect life at Villa Nueva. 
“They don’t enter into our daily lives,’’ said 
Father Blethen. ‘‘We suspect some of our 
tenants are ‘polleros’ (chicken keepers) who 
aid illegal immigrants, but we don’t really 
notice them. 


“I really do not think anybody knows the 
right figures. There’s no question that there 
is great duplication of numbers,’’ he added. 


AS TO THE DRAIN on tax revenues 
allegedly made by the undocumented 
workers, Father Blethen takes the opposite 
view. 


“They actually help the tax situation in 
many ways,’ he said. ‘‘They have 
withholding taxes deducted from their pay, 
they are subject to sales and similar taxes, 
but they don’t take advantage of the taxes. I 
think the stories of their drain on welfare and 
other tax supported funds are exaggerated.”’ 


Although priests in city parishes near to 


the border may not notice too many apects of - 


the illegal alien problem, there are rural 
areas such as Vista, 50 miles north of the 
border, where priests suvenie to minister to 
their needs.

MEXICO CITY 

This country has too many people, not enough jobs and an 
uncertain, if not perilous, future. 

That explains why every day—or night—hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, of Mexicans sneak across their country's 
2,000 mile-long northern border to become illegal job hunt- 
ers in the U.S. Already there are probably more than 6 
million Mexicans living in the United States illegally. 

The number is certain to swell as Mexico's population, now 
64 million, continues to grow. To some authorities on both 
sides of the border, Mexico is a population time bomb. There 
may be as many as 132 million people here in another two 
decades. To feed themselves, more and more of them will 
have only one place to turn—the United States. 

Here in Mexico, the

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One is Father Michael Diehl, Spanish- 
speaking associate pastor of St. Francis 
church, Vista, who says, ‘‘In this area we 
have a high concentration of them, whom the 
church has to serve.’’ One was murdered 
recently—for the $7 he carried. 


HE STATES THAT they ‘“‘are living in 
holes in the ground, in caves, in 
plastic-covered tree shelters, which cannot 
be detected by the sheriff and border patrol 
helicopters which seek them out.’ 


As to numbers, Father Diehl says ‘‘it is 
impossible to say. These rural areas are full 
of them, working in the fields and sleeping 
in hideouts near the same fields.”’ 


The priest celebrates Mass for the workers 
alongside the fields, too, in sheds, at the end 
of the working day..And since there is no 
electricity, the light of candles and 
flashlights provide a flickering gleam. 


CONFESSIONS, TOO, Father Diehl hears 
out in the fields. ‘‘All of them are Catholics.

In recent 
years, a new and steadily growing middle class has appeared. 
Yet the distance between the extremes of wealth and pover- 
ty seems even greater than before. 

Wealthy Mexicans feel uneasy and insecure because they 
are surrounded by vast numbers of the poor. This sense of 
insecurity also is spreading to American residents, Some U.S. 
citizens who have lived here for 20 to 30 years are returning 
to the United States. As one explains: “We no longer feel safe. 
Two years ago, there were 20 squatters near my home. Now 
there are over 200,” 

Much of Mexico’s countryside remains as backward as 
ever. Yet many adobe villages, which at first glance seem not 
to have changed over the centuries, actually boast potable 
water, electricity and television antennas. You see modern 

~ agricultural equipment in some areas, but oxen provide the - 
power for plows and wagons in other places. 

Farmers complain bitterly about the failure of Govern- 
ment officials to fulfill promises of help to make farms more 
productive. In the cities, people complain about corruption 
and lack of jobs. 

Main effort. During his first six months in office, Presi- 
dent José Lépez Portillo concentrated on his goal of driving 
the rate of inflation down to 1 per cent a month by the end 
of 1977. Imports have fallen and exports are up, helped by 
two devaluations of the peso last year. The economy has 
been slowed down to the point where it is either flat or still 
contracting. Comments a key presidential adviser: 

“We went through a long disorderly period, so this is the 
year of discipline, even though it makes life very difficult. 
Our goals are to reduce inflation, find investment capital, 
raise national savings, redistribute income through tax re- 
form and launch an imaginative development program.”

ALL THE PRIESTS agree that any such 
aliens do not take jobs which Americans 
would otherwise have, at least not at the low 
wages offered. ‘‘It’s the kind of labor that is 
too lowly paid for most Americans,’’ said 
Father Sims. ‘‘They’re only getting about 
$2.10 an hour.”’

Supreme Court ruling 


Small effect on schools here

SACRAMENTO—The ef- 
fect of the recent U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling on aid 
to private schools with text- 
books and testing services is 
“difficult to judge at this 
time,’’ according to the 
director of education for the 
California Catholic Confer- 
ence. 

Joseph P. McElligott said, 
“Certainly the court’s reaf- 
firmation of the — constitu- 
tionality of state textbook 
lending. to parochial school 
students should convince 
California groups that their 
efforts to throw out a similar 
statute have little validity.’’ 

Among groups he named 
are the California Teachers’ 
Association and the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union. 


McElligot said that since 
1973 parochial schools have 
received the loan of state 
textbooks. 


It was challenged by the 


CTA and ACLU, but Los 
Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Ernest Zack ruled in 
January, 1977, that ‘‘court 
finds these statutes do not 
violate the First Amend- 
ment...and do not violate the 
California Constitution.’’ 


California does not provide 


‘*state-supported __ testing, 
health, speech, hearing, 
psychological or remedial 


services for private schools,”’ 
according to McElligott. 


‘‘Many California legis- - 


lators may now wish to 


expand services to include 
students at private and 
parochial schools,’’ he 
added. 


In the past two years there 
has been an upswing in 
enrollments at private 
schools, said McElligott. 


He said this comes at a 
time when taxpayer costs for 
public education ‘‘continue 
to soar in public schools 
systems where the pupil 
population continues to de- 
cline.”’

and charity of the Catholic 
communion.”” 


Most of those ordained in 
the four-hour ceremony were 
from France, where Arch- 
bishop Lefebvre has _ his 
strongest following. 


Among the newly ordained 
were two Americans: 
Anthony Cekada, 26, of 
Milwaukee was ordained a 
priest, and Terrence Fin- 
negan, 34, of Rapid City, 
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Lefebvre again defies Pope, 
conducts ‘illegal’ ordinations 


S.D., was made a subdeacon. 

THE ORDINATIONS, on 
the feast of Sts. Peter and 
Paul, also marked the anni- 
versary of similar _ illicit 
ordinations at Econe last 
year. 


The 1976 ordinations, also 
expressly forbidden before- 
hand by Pope Paul, led to the 
formal suspension of the 


archbishop from all his 
priestly functions by the 


Pope last July. 


Jesuit head pleads to president 
of El Salvador to protect priests 


ROME (NC)—In a per- 
sonal telegram, the Jesuit 
superior general, Father 
Pedro Arrupe, has appealed 
to new El Salvadorean Presi- 
dent Carlos Romero to pro- 
tect 47 Jesuits whose lives 
have been threatened by 
right-wing Salvadorean) ex- 
tremists. 

Jesuits working in El 
Salvador have received death 
threats in the mail and 
through wall posters in 
recent weeks. 


The Union Guerrera 
Blanca (White War Union), a 
right-wing terrorist group, 
has told Jesuits under pain of 
death to leave El Salvador 
before July 20. 


NONE OF the 47 Jesuits 
has decided to leave, ac- 
cording to Jesuit headquar- 
ters in Rome. 


In a telegram sent July 1, 


Father Arrupe asked the new 
president to prevent further 
bloodshed. Two priests, one 
a Jesuit, have been killed in 


El Salvador this year. 


“Referring to your noble 
desire to guarantee human 
‘rights,’’ said Father Arrupe, 
“IT ask you earnestly to 
protect my Jesuit brothers. 


‘DO NOT permit innocent 
blood to stain once again the 
generous Salvadorean na- 
tion,’’ asked the superior of 
the world’s largest religious 
order of men. 


Romero was elected presi- 
dent in a reportedly rigged 
election in Feburary. July 1 
was his first day in office. 


Since the elections a 
number of missionary priests 
in El Salvador have been 
arrested, expelled, or re- 
fused reentry into the coun- 
try.

(INS) and estimated about eight million 
illegals in the U.S., of whom 5.8 million were

U.S. Border Patrol searchlights, 
knowing that they have lost the gamble.

A time to keep

The media and the theologians 


One of the most frustrating aspects of the 
massive growth of media (press, radio, television) 
in recent years is that instant experts on déep 
subjects are now the kings of interpretive 
reporting. The Time or Newsweek version of a 
research document may be the only version most 
people ever read. And theology, among other 
subjects, suffers. It is not the fault of the 
magazines, but the fault of a system. Since we have 
created the system, we must learn to live with it. 


The wide exposure of the recent theological 
study on human sexuality was a case in point. 
Before the theologians could even read it, the 
secular press had analyzed it. And, to many, it 
would appear as a change in Church teaching. That 
is the great danger and the great confusion. . 


How to live with it 


In a perceptive article an unknown author has put 
this theological problem into succinct language for 
doctors in the Linacre Quarterly, the official 
magazine of the National Federation of Catholic 
Physicians Guilds, and | am grateful to Dr. V.J. 
Slominski for passing it along. Here is ‘‘How to live 
with a theologian’’: 


In the ‘‘good old days,’’ theologians could talk to 
each other through learned theological journals and 
discussions without fear of being misquoted or 
misunderstood. Very few people knew what they 
were talking about and that was fine because their 
new theories had a chance to become clarified 
before they filtered down through seménaries, 
universities, workshops, journals, parish pulpits 
and classrooms where they might begin to have an 
impact on the body of the Church. 


Now that situation has changed because of two 
developments. The first lies in the immense 
progress—way out of proportion to the achieve- 
ments of the previous centuries—in the develop- 
ment of the tools for understanding the origins and 
approaches of scriptural documents. We now make 
judgments based on better intellectual foundations. 


Decline in control 

‘The second development has come principally 
during and after the Council. There has been an 
extraordinary decline in the control exercised by 
authority over theological scholarship. Previously 
“‘Rome says’’ could delay the appearance of .‘‘far 
out’’ theories from reaching the market place until 
they had been tested. Today a new theory appears 


_and tomorrow it is printed in Time or Newsweek 


without benefit of the long-term challenge of 
professional criticism. 


Many people pick up their theology from the 
daily newspaper. As a result, they become 
confused and disturbed and wonder if the Church 
isn’t falling apart. These people need guidelines to 
help them ‘‘keep the faith’’ and learn to live with 
over-eager theologians, impatient with getting 
their views aired. Perhaps the following thoughts 
will help. 


Not the teaching 


1) The opinion of a Catholic theologian, or even 
a cluster of them, is not necessarily the teaching of 
the Catholic Church. 


2) Because of its purposes and procedures, the 


official teaching of the Church will always seem 
somewhat behind the times because it tries to be 
sensitive to the attitudes and practices of the people 
in the pews. 


3) There is nothing in Catholic teaching which 
says that the teaching of the Church will not 
change. The fundamentals remain the same, but 
the Church can and does respond to new social 
situations, to new understandings of Scripture, of 
nature, of society and of men. There is always room 


‘for new insights and refinements. 


4) Theologians can theorize all they want; a few 
may even find themselves questioning one or the 
other of these basic religious beliefs. But the 
authoritative teaching of the Church does not 
depend directly on them. The validity of a new 
interpretation of papal infallibility is not going to be 
determined by a column in a diocesan newspaper, 
by a religion teacher in the local Catholic high 
school or by a parish priest in his Sunday homily. 


5) There is no need to get all stirred up by a news 
story that appears in the religion section of Time or 
Newsweek. They should be read thoughtfully and 
reflected upon. We have a responsibility to learn all 
that we can about God and our relationship to Him 


-from whatever.source. After all, the test of the 


religious person’s life is the quality of his religious 
response. 


6) Leave the infighting to the pros. We'll 
continue to hear reports of controversies and 
disagreements between various Catholic authori- 


~ ties (scholarly and official) but we should not let 
these discussions disturb us. At least someone is 
_ doing some thinking. : es 


-7) Realize that hardly any of the most pompously 


_ announced new.theories of today will stand without’ - © 


rejection or substantial modification five years from 
now. — 


8) Finally, try to convince yourself that the 
invitation of Jesus was not extended only to those. - 
who possess doctorates ‘in theology. It was” 


extended to all—the simple and the unlettered as 
well as the learned and the skillful. These are 
wonderful days. Let’s use them to draw closer to 
God. Keep the faith. 


Chestertonian advice 


Early in the century G.K. Chesterton wrote: ‘/A 
piece of peculiarly bad advice is constantly given to 
modern writers, especially to modern theologians: 
that they should adapt themselves to the spirit of 
our age. If there is one thing that has made 


- shipwreck of mankind since its beginning, it has 


been the spirit of the age which always means 
exaggerating still further something that is grossly 
exaggerated already.’’

We were talking about...praise and 
how simple it can be to praise others, 
yet how difficult to accept it ourselves 
with humility and thankfulness. 


One of us admitted to finding 
herself very much ‘‘discomposed’’ by 
too much praising, particularly. in 
public. Yet our need to be assured 
that what we do or what we are is of 
value, is intrinsically human. 


Sometimes that need is very deep 
and insatiable and the appetite for 
reassurance, for constant praising is 
never filled. Then what may in other 
circumstances appear as flattery, is in 
fact a kindness and source of strength. 


CHILDREN GROW through the 
fertilization of praising because it 
speaks not so much of what they are, 
but of what they may grow to be. 
If the child lives on in the man—and in 
whom does he: not?—the word of 
appreciation, of commendation, car- 
ries the same teaching effect. 


The power of praise 


| can think of no instance of a 
person so self-assured, so utterly 
confident of his worth and the 
effectiveness of his life that he does 
not require some form of recognition 
—at least once in a while. 


It often appears that the more 
involved in life we are, the more 
honest with ourselves, the more aware 
of the purpose of existence, the more 
tentative and uncertain we become in 
the spotlight of personal acclaim. 


JOHN WESLEY once said “When |_ 


was young, I! was so sure of 
everything; in a few years, having 
been mistaken a thousand times, | 
was not half so sure of most things as | 
was before; at present, | am hardly 
sure of anything, but what God has 
revealed to me.”’ 


With this kind of uncertainty, we 
stand ill-prepared for encomium and 
disconcerted by compliments. When 
we have learned, through lessons we 


cannot ignore, that our real worth lies 
only in that God works through and in 
us, personal commendation may be 
harder to assimilate than censure. 


Then perhaps the only applicable 


‘ response is ‘‘Don’t praise me, praise 


God.’’ In fact, that may be the only 
authentic response at any time. 


IT TAKES A great deal of grace to 
be able to bear praise well. It takes 
grace to perceive where it fits into our 
lives and our personal growth. 


Grace acts like a mirror, catching 
the glory, magnifying it and flashing it 
to its rightful place. Then praise 
becomes prayer and prayer is wholly 
praise. - 

Merlin Carrothers, in his biographi- 
cal series of books, attributes his 
transformation from prison inmate to 


dedicated Christian to the power of- 


praise. He is totally committed to 
praise as the only. true prayer. 


PRAISE GOD FOR everything, 


good or bad, he advises. When life is 
good and joyful, it is not difficult to be 
grateful. But it is equally important to 
thank and praise God when we are 
met with reverses at every turn. 


He recalls his anguish in trying to 
apply this principle to personal 
tragedy and the overwhelming peace 
which possessed him when he 
succeeded. 


God is the source of all good, but 


more than that, he brings all things to — 


good. So, praising and thanking our 
way through the pains and troubles of 
life, we anticipate the final ac- 
complishment of his plan for us. We 
make an act of faith in the irresistible 
power of his love. 


And in that, all things are brought 


‘into perspective and right focus. It is, 


perhaps, the only answer for those of 
us who blush and stutter and flinch 
through commendation—and praise, 
and all things else, praise God! 


Who Needs Theology? 


Public is paying more 
attention than before

Some people have said that theology is 
like money. You can’t do with it and you 
can’t do without it. Theology is alternately 
blessed or cursed depending on the state of 
the Church and whose ox is being gored. 


Aquinas lived out his academic career 
amid suspicion from his peers and worry on 
the part of church officials. Acceptance came 
after his death and positive adulation in the 
late 19th and early 20th century. 


PERHAPS NEVER in the western church 
has there been so much attention paid to 
theology and theologians by the general 
Catholic public as it has in these last years 
since Vatican II. Perhaps, if the records be 
correct, the only other period of ecclesiasti- 
cal history in which large numbers of laity 
took an active interest in theology was in the 
eastern empire between the years 400 and 
1400. 


Constantinople and the environs seem to 
have been literal hot beds of theological 
controversy not just at the lofty level of 
academics, bishops and the royal household, 
but also in the streets and cafes and 
domestic patios. 


In fact, around 1400 or thereabouts, when 
the emperor wanted to accept the Roman 
version of the creed, the people rioted and 
resisted and refused to concede that 
theological point. An exceptional number of 
them were quite knowledgable about the 
theological quarrel about the Trinity. They 
felt that Rome was wrong and Con- 
stantinople was right. 


THERE IS a long standing tradition since 
the time of Erasmus that theology was doing 
more harm than good. Better to dwell on 
morality. Start with those aspects of the 
Gospel that deal with everyday living. 
Concentrate on the virtues and values that 
make a good Christian. Place a moratorium

Adventurers in Search of God 


Love prods them onward 
to discover wisdom

The Catholic Theological Society of 
America recently held its 33rd annual con- 
vention in Toronto. From the original 38 
theologians who planned the first convention 
_in 1946, the society has grown to a 
membership of more than 1,200 men and 
women. 


This increase in numbers and diversity of 
gifts has been accompanied by better 
theological competence, wider ecumenical 
vision, and a more fervent search for 
wisdom. This wisdom is what makes 
theology relevant to every age. The society’s 
vitality-is a sign that we still need theology in 
our own country today. 


THE EARLIEST presidential addresses of 
the society laid down some timeless truths 
about theology. From the beginning, these 
professional searchers for truth reminded 
themselves that theology will always remain 
a call to contemplation in the pursuit of 
wisdom (1952). It is a task involving both 
hardships and consolations (1954). 


As a science, it is marked by both 
grandeur and misery (1955). As a wisdom 
achieved not only by sweat and study but a 
taste for divine realities, love becomes the 
ultimate dynamic spurring on the theologian 
to mystic insight (1956). This insight gives 
the theologian a relish for the mystery of 
God. 


Consequently, theology is an adventure of 


love giving impetus to mankind’s search for 
God. As an adventurer, the theologian is not 
primarily a pioneer. He is rather an inheritor 
of a family wisdom. It is a wisdom handed 
down to him by thinkers and lovers who have 
explored the highways and bypaths of 
wisdom long before he was born. 


ADVENTURERS IN the search for God 
are not autonomous men and women. Their 
feats of daring do not usually put their 
names into headlines. Disdainful critics 
might apply an odious name to them and call 
them herd people. But theologians can 
hardly resent this epithet because they glory 
in doing their work under the ultimate 
guidance of a shepherd named Peter. 


Theologians do not become experts by 
merely using their own scientific tools. 
They must also become men and women of 
prayerful reflection. They are called to be 
people mulling over the past, understanding 


present events, alerted to new trends in . 


thought, exhilarated by profound insights, 
and touched by the fire of God. 


Prayer of praise makes the theologian 
begin and end his work in the mysterious- 
ness of God. Like all believers, theologians 
begin their adventure of love with the 
blurred intuitions of faith; then their 
scientific commitment urges them to bring 
clarity out of confusion; next, realism forces 
them to bring patience to their encounter 


‘with the inadequacy of words; and, finally, 


love prods them onward to affective wisdom 


on theological discussion, for all it seems to 
lead to is division, hostility and fruitless 
debates. 

Who is saying such things? One group is 
the Christian humanists who feel that 
debates about the mysteries of God are 
unsuitable, unseemly and rarely will get 
anywhere anyhow. Moreover, they produce 
so much animosity, that instead of moving 
the people to love, they simply turn people 
into abrasive cynics. 

Another group is those who are 
comfortable with the traditional theology. 
They find it sufficiently meaningful and see 
no reason why so-called creative break- 


throughs are needed. Traditional theology 


satisfies them. So why cause dissension with 
new theories and new discussions? 


WHAT IS ONE to say to these objections? 
Should we just teach morality and forget the 
dogmas? Should we just teach the dogmas in 
the old way and not try to find new insights? 
As to the first question and the preference 


for morality, it must be said that a sound. 


appreciation of dogma should lead to 
reasons for being moral. 


If the dogmas about incarnation, salva- 
tion, grace, sin and sacraments. are not 
pondered with meaning, why should one 
bother to be moral at all? The whole point 
seems to be that the work of God in Christ 
and the Spirit establishes the background 
and purpose for morality. Morality without 


which savors the deep things of God with a 
serene contentment. Here is a conceptual 
science yields place to affective wisdom 
which sometimes shares secrets of God too 
mysterious for words. 


IN SEARCHING for this wisdom, more 
precious than the finest gold, the theologian 
does not, however, use the tactics of an 
old-fashioned gold-digger. He does not stake 
a claim for himself, upturn a surface deposit 
with pick and shovel, and then sift his 
treasure in a tilting pan while hoping to 
uncover nuggets of real gold. 


Theologians are rather more like coal 
miners. They must love others enough to go 
down deep into a mine-shaft of tradition. It is 
a mine shaft built by others. 

Once they get to the bottom of the pit, 
they run the risks of darkness, flooding, and 
cave-ins. But they do their work good- 
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sound dogma is like walking around with one 
shoe. 

Now as for those who. claim that the 
traditional way is best, the objection must be 
given that once upon a time the traditional 
way was the avante garde, the innovation 
against which the previous generation said 
this was nonsense and there is no reason for 
a change. 


NEW TIMES require new understandings 
‘of the timeless truths. It is not the truth of 
salvation that is under question, it is the 
understanding that appears weak for a 
generation raised on science, technology, 
critical questioning, psychology and the 
behavioral discoveries. __ 

Traditional theology itself grew under 
pressure from new knowledge sweeping the 
world of another age. It met the challenge 
successfully and helped generations of 
Catholics to find sensible access to the 
mysteries of God. 

This is precisely what theology today is 
attempting to do. Yes, one can regret that 
this will lead sometimes to unseemly 
bickering, but so, for that. matter, will 
discussions on moral issues and any matter 
that people are staking their lives on. 

Were we all born with perfect clarity of 
mind, this would not happen. Weak as we 
are, it does. Let theology advance under the 
banner that says, ‘‘Unity in essentials, 
Liberty in non-essentjals, Charity in 
everything.”’ 


_ haturedly because they are looking for a gift 


of God which brings light and» warmth and 
energy to his people. The theologian travels 
a long and dangerous road on the journey of 
his mind to God. 

ST. BONAVENTURE, a master of both 
conceptual and affective wisdom, gave this 
advice for reaching the goal of the 
theologians’s search: ‘‘If you ask me how 
this is done, I say to you: ask for grace, not 
for doctrine; beg for yearning, not for 
understanding; look to the groaning of 
prayer, and not to eagerness for reading. 

“‘Go to the Spouse, not to the teacher; turn 
to God, not to men; expect the darkness, not 
a burst of brilliance; rely not on light, but on 
the fire which leaps up to God with burning 
desire and soothing confidence. This fire is 
God himself. Its hearth is in Jerusalem. And 
Christ himself enkindled it there by the 
fervor of his burning passion.
